Treasury Department Advises Col-

lector Stackable That Yachts
Are Liable.

According to advices received by Co-

llector Stackable In the Siena mall
every pleasure yacht In Hawaiian wa-

ters must be registered or be liable to

all the penalties of unieglsteied vessels
or nchts of a foreign port. Tho rs

came from the Treasury Depart-
ment, being rent at the icquest of a
local jachtsniaii who made the lnquitv
of the Washington oincials. The ques-

tion Is one which has caused consider-
able trouble to the local authorities as
well as to tho yachtsmen, some of
whom appear advoise to legisteiing
their vessels, though the fee for the
work Is merely nominal nnd the advan-
tages which will acerue fiotn It are
manifold.

The matter was referred to United
States Attorney Breckons miiiio time
ago and he gave an oral opinion, up- -
holding Collectoi Stackable In his cun-- i
tentlon that yachts must reglstei The
same position Is taken by the Tieus-ur- y

Depaitment, which quotes from a
number of rulings to conllim this llnd-ln- g.

The following circular Is sent to
Collector Stackable as governing, the
case:

"Section KU, title XL.VIII of the Re-

vised Statutes of the United States,
provides that the Secietaiy of the
Treasury may cause yachts used and
employed excluslvelv as pleasure ves-
sels, and designed as models of naval
nrchltectuie ... to be licensed on
terms which will authorize them to
proceed from poit to port In the United
States, and by sea to foreign poi ts,
without entering or dealing at the
Custom House . . . and that such
vessels shall In all respects ... be
subject to the laws of the United
States, and shall be liable to seUuie
and foifolture for nny violation of the
provisions of title XI..VIII.

"Section 2 of the act of July .", 18S4.
provides that 'The Commissioner of
Navigation shall be Fpeclnllv charged
with the decision of all questions re-

lating to the Issue of . licenses
of vessels.'

"It Is heioby directed that all such
yachts and pleasure vessels not ex-
empt by Iw shall be licensed as con-

templated by the net first above, cited,
and that all such vessels not so li-

cenced shall be held subject to the pen-

alty as denounced by the act. In addi-
tion to nny other disabilities that may
be Incurred.
